The word “lobster” as a slang m'
of ridicule and opprobriym s generally
regarded as of recent origin, On the
contrary, It would seem to go back at
least to the sevonteenth century. In
Johu Baldwin Buckstoue's play, “The
Green Busbes,” produced in Londen
abont seventy yeurs ago, the scenes
nre lald at the time of the Irish rebel-
lion of 1708, One of the charncters
mentions the English soldlers derisive
Iy an “lobsters,” referring no doubt ta
the uniforma of the “redconts” Bden
Phillpotts In his novel, “The Farm of
the Dagger,” published Iast year,
muked an Amerlcau prisoner of the
war of 1812 speak of the British sol
dlers us “lobaters.,” A fanciful etymol
oglst might easily fud & connection be |
tween the present day slaug use ol'
“lobater” and the sixteenth century
word “lob,” denoting a sluggish and
stupld person, which occurs lu Shake
Epeare and contemporary plays and
poems, usually as a aynonym for “lulb
ber.” But the earlleat known Instance
of the deriaive use of the slang term Iy
the coupling of “lobaters and tatterde
malions," meaning soldlers und va-
grants, by Tom Rrown (1673-1704),
Brown 1s the satirist who made the
much quoted {mprotiptu adaptation of
an eplgram by Martlal, directing It
egainst his Instructor and beginning,
“I do not like thee, Dr. Fell.”—Phila-
delphia Press.
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The Dramming of Groase. L
Who has not heard the drummihg of
rffed grouse while In the woods dur-
Ing the apring montha? It Ia the most
common sound of woolng, Leard from
every thicket at every hour of the day.
There 1s still a misconception as to how
the drumming Is done, The general be.
lief is that the bird produces the sound
by working its wings rapidly, using
them to strike its body or a log. It Is
true that the ruffed grouse, llke most
chickens, flaps Its wings In the excite
ment of its loye song, but that the
drumming Is prodnced in that manner
is a myth. I bave often watched n
cock which, standing on a log and
drumming for dear life, apparently did
not move a feather, though 1 must
state that the drumming was not so
loud as If the wings hnd been flapped
Flapping the wings evidently fills with |
alr the lungs and throat of the bird,
hut Is not an Indispensable ngency In
producing the drumming.
